Claims 1-35 are allowed.

The prior art does not disclose or render obvious an actuator system including 
the screw drive, friction plate, collar and first and second bearing races arranged 
together in the manner set forth in claim 1 , and particularly wherein the first bearing race 
has a bearing race axis which is offset from the clutch axis. 

The prior art does not disclose or render obvious an actuator system including 
the screw drive, friction plate, collar and first and second bearing races arranged 
together in the manner set forth in claim 2, and particularly wherein the friction plate has 
a friction plate axis which is offset from the clutch axis. 

The prior art does not disclose or render obvious an actuator system including 
the screw drive, friction plate, and bearing assembly arranged together in the manner 
set forth in claim 4, and particularly wherein at least one of the friction plate axis, screw 
drive axis or bearing assembly axis is offset from the clutch axis. 

The prior art does not disclose or render obvious an actuator system including 
the screw drive, friction plate, worm gear reduction assembly and bearing assembly 
arranged together in the manner set forth in claim 31 , and particularly wherein at least 
one of the friction plate axis, screw drive axis or bearing assembly axis is offset from the 
clutch axis.
